In accordance with Title 864, Chapter 12 of the IAC, a report of survey is 
required to explain procedures used in establishing the subject property lines 
and to provide an opinion regarding uncertainties in the final corner 
positions. These uncertainties can result from any of the following factors: 


A. Availability and condition of reference monuments 


As shown on the drawing, numerous stones with brass discs were found. The 
date stamped on these discs are the years 1928 and 1936. ‘Two railroad spikes 
were found. The spike at the NE corner was used to determine the boundary on 
this survey. The spike near the SE property corner exists on the prolongation 
of the S boundary line. 


These monuments have a relative relationship with each other of +/- 1 foot in 
the N to S direction and +/- 1 foot in the E to W direction. 


B. Ambiguities in record descriptions or plat 


The Cockrell description (D.R. 267, P. 650) has a distance of 897.60 feet 
versus the Wright distance of 897.20 feet. The Cockrell description has a 
distance of 864.60 feet versus the Wright distance of 850.64 feet. This is a 
difference of 13.96 feet. The Cockrell description has a distance of 105.60 
feet versus the Wright distance of 105.30 feet.
